Uka the new resident of the White 
Houee, !• also airping toward what 
■eema ^o be a 'New Frontier. 

And hU forecast for the Uni- 
versity. Is similar to President 
KennedyV outlook for the na- 
tion: "All this will not be finished 
in the first hundred days." 

Rather, Dr. Carroll indicated 
last week In a HATCHET Inter- 
view, any diramatic change will 
not be immediate; it will evolve 
over a long period of time, through 
the open-minded cooperation of 
the entire University. 

Although he recognizes Inher- 
ent differences between the two, 
the new president would like 
George Washington to resemble 
Harvard— a university with a "na- 
tional and International point of 
view." 

"No Two Exactly Alike" 

"No two universities are exact- 
ly alike," he said. "Each has its 
own opportunities and problems." 
It would-^ie unrealistic to expect 
Harvard to serve as an urban 
university for Boston. However, 
.George Washington does serve 
this urban function in WasiUog- 
ton. 

"I think this is important," 
President Carroll said, but in ad- 
dition. he indicated, this Univer- 
sity should adopt a broader base. 
A recent step toward this objec- 
tive — the renaming of the School 
of Government to the School of 
Government, Business and Inter- 
national Affairi— has more than 
nominal significance, he said. 

"New, courses will have to be 
constructed and old ones recon- 
structed" to keep pace with the 
trend toward the complex Inter- 
relationships of government, busi- 
ness and international affairs." 
The educator must realize that 
changing times require new em- 
phasis. he said. 

'There has been a weakening 
in educational generally," he said. 
To remedy this, there must be an 
increasing realization that, "What 
was once considered a good Job 
can no longer be thought to have 
the same value." 

Appropriate Leadership 

This realization will be weighted 
heavily in Dr. CarroU's implemen- 
tation of the new School of Gov- 
ernment program and in the selec- 
tion of appropriate leadership. 
Two associate deans— one for busi- 
ness and public administration and 
another for international affairs 
— must be appointed. Dr. Carroll 
sold. 

'Their selection will be done 
gradually, so that we can get the 
men best suited for the job." Dr. 
Oirroll has wasted no time in get- 
ting the program underway since 
his arrival February 1. In fact, 
following this interview, he met 
with Archibald M. Woodruff, chief

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Carroll Views Federal Aid 


(CoatlinMd from Face 1) 
dean of the School of Government 
to discuss the new plan. 

Dr. Carroll dted one reason for 
this shift in emphasis — the emer- 
gence of many r.ew and Inde- 
pendent nations since the end of 
World War n. "They cannot be 
Ignored,” be said. To recognize 
and possibly solve these nations' 
problems, future leaders must be 
made aware of the integration of 
the entire scope of government 

A recent study by the Commit- 
tie for Univenlty and World Af- 
fair*— one sponsored by the Ford 
Foundation — recognized this rela- 
tionship, he said. The merits of 
this study lie in its attempt ”to 
acquaint people with world prob- 
lems and their relation to the Uni- 
versity,” he said. 

Just as Kennedy's New Frontier 
Is faced with the revenue prob- 
lon. Dr. Carroll, In leading the 
University toward another New 
FYontler, will be faced with a 


staggering need for financial as- 
sistance. 

One solutioa to this vital prob- 
lem, roentlonsd by Dr. Carroll, is 
federal aid to education. Although 
be recognizes the value of this 
form of assistancfl the new Uni- 
versity President, In qualifying 
this remark, said, Tt certainly Is 
not a black and white solution.” 
War-tfeoe Kxpetieaee 

He attributes his support of 
government aid, where it can be 
helpful, to his experience during 
the war as chief of the Navy's 
OflksT Candidate School procure- 
ment — part of the V-12 program. 

A lot of money was channeled 
Into American universitlea under 
that program, be said. And it was 
administered by; military person- 
nel 

'Although I have never heard 
of such a thing as government in- 
terference with academic freedom 
during my government service,” 
Dr. CsTToll nld, ”1 would not rule 
out that possIbUlty.” 

But, he said, "While I have re- 


spect for the people who worry 
about this possibUlty, 1 think pro- 
grams can be set up to prevent 
any encroachments." 

One such preventative method, 
he dted, was proposed recently 
by a New York SUte govenxtr's 
commission set up' to study gov- 
ernment aid programs. Through 
this plan, money would be chan- 
nekd directly to the student. 

Such a program would have a 
two-fold advantage. Dr. Carroll" 
said. (1) The student could use 
the grant to enter the university 
of bis choice, and (2) The univer- 
sity could increase tuition by the 
same amount of the student grant. 
This income could then bs spent 
as the school saw Bt. 

Federal aid Is not the sole an- 
swer to a university's flnancs 
problem, he said. Universities 
must also encourage private re- 
sources to back up their pro- 
grams. This Is espedally true, be 
said, for both public and private 
institutions when initiating new 
and unorthodox programs.

Civil War Resources Course 


• A BIBUOGRAPHICAL course 
exploring resources on the QvU 
War will be presented on WTOP- 
TV in cooperation with the Uni- 
versity starting February 13. 

The series, titled "Classroom 9: 
The Civil War— The Record and 
Interprethtion," will be seen every 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday 
at 6:39-7 am., Forty-Hve half-hour 
sessiom are slated for the course 
to be completed on May 26. . 

"With the year 1961 marking^ 
the beginning of, the centennial 
anniversary of the Civil War,” 
Dean of Faculties Oswald S. Col- 
dough said, "We feel this course 
will be especially interesting to 
viewers." 

The program stresses publica- 
tions issued during the war years, 
the continual flood of writings 
about the great national conflict, 
and the original sources of the 
Civil War found in archives and 
manuscript repositories. 

Other materials, such as maps, 
printA photographa weapons, mu- 
seum pieces. Aims, physical evi- 
dences of battleflelds and other 
historic sitea will be discussed and 
exhibited. Students will also learn 
how to locate the material they 
may desire on any facet of the 
subject.

HOW SMALL CAN YOU GET? 

Today let ub sddrees ourselves ton question that has long rocked 
and roiled the scademie world: Is a student better off at s 
small college than at a Urge college? 

To answer this question it is necessary 6rst to define terms. 
What, exactly, do we mean by a imoll college? Wei) sir, some say 
that in order to be called truly small, a college should have an 
enrollment of nut more than four students. 

I certainly have no quarrel with this statement; a four^ 
student college must unquestionably be called small. Indeed, 
one oouid even call it inftme If one knew what inUm$ meant. 
But 1 submit there is such a thing as being too small. Take, for 
Instance, a recent unfortunate occurrence at Crimscoit A and M. 

Crimscott A and M, situated in a pleasant valley nesUed 
between Denver and Baltimore, was founded by A. and M. 
Oimscott, two brothere who left Ireland in 1706 to escape the 
potato fahiine of 1B41. As a reeult of their foresight, the Crini- 
ecott brothers never went without potatoee for one single day of 
their lives— and mighty grateful they were! One night, full of 
gtotitude after a hearty meal of French friee, cottage fries, hash 
Yrowni, and au gratin, they decided to show their appreemtion 
tip this bountiful land of potatoee by endowing a cullege. Tl>ey 
eiipulated that enrollment should never exceed four students 
beesuM they felt that only by keeping the college this small

in higher education.

It was easy enough 
to muster a haeklleld, hut flnding a good line— or even a had 
line — heflled the most resourceful coaching minds in the country. 

Well eir, on the morning of the hig game against Minnesota, 
Its trsdltionsl rivsl, t capricious destiny dealt Crimscott a eniel 
blow— in fact, four cruel blows. Sigsfrm, the quarterback, 
woke up that morning with the breakbone fever. Wricharda, tha 
slotbaek, was unable to start his motorcycle. Beerbohm-Tree, 
tile wingback-tailback, got his necktie caught in Ills espresso 
machine. I.engerhans, the fullback, was stolen by gypeiee. 

Consequently, alas, none of the Crimsoott team showed up at 
the game, and Minnseota, Iti traditional rival, was able to score 
almost at will, Crimscott wse so out of sorts that they immedi- 
ately broke off football relations with Minnesota, its traditional 
rival.

The last time GW dropped two 
atraight on the road, during the 
Christmas vacation, It bounced 
back with a resounding victory 
over Georgetown on Jan. 7. The 
Buff will have a chance to dupli- 
cate that feat when they meet the 
Hoyas tonight at Georgetown, and 
a solid win on the Hilltop nliay be 
enough to snap the teem to life. 

One similarity between GW*e 
89-72 loss to The Citadel Friday 
night and ita 83-74 shellacking 
against Furman on Saturday was 
an Inability to take enough ahots. 
In both games, the Buff had a 
higher shooting percentage than 
its adversary, from both the floor 
and from the foul line, but found 
the truth of the old maxim, “You 
can’t , score If you don't shoot" 

The Citadel picked off enough 
passes and stole the ball so fre- 
quently that It controlled posses- 
sion throughout the game and got 
off 100 shots. GW, although out- 
shooting the Bulldogs 44 percent 
to 42 percent, made only 68 At- 
tempts. 

The following night, Furman 
watched the Colonials hit on 53 
percent of their fielders, but man- 
aged to get off 12 more shots. 

The reason, then, for GW's con- 
tinued poor showing seems to lie 
not with any Individual, but with 
the team as a whole. Better team- 
work couldn't improve^ the shoot- 
ing percentages, but might help 
the players to keep control of the 
game and get off more shots. 

On the brighter side, Dick 
Markowitz put two good games 
back-to-back. Against The Citadel, 
The Mark hit for 17 points and 
dominated both backboards with 
31 rebounds to set a new GW 
single game record which had 
■tood for almost five years. Joe 
Holup. one of Reinhart’s greatest 
products, held the old record of 
29, set on Feb. 6, 1956, against 
Furman.
